The annual distribution of prizes to the pupils of the Borough Jewish 
Schools took place at the Lecture Hall, Walworth, on Sunday last. The fact 
that the distribution was held on a dies non secured for the ceremony of Sunday 
last that almost necessary adjunct of which similar ceremonies at other schools 
occurring during the week are deprived, viz., a large audience. The roomy Hall 
was entirely filled by friends of the pupils and of the Institution, the ladies as 
ysual attending in full foree. No attempts at decoration had been made to 
enliven the appearance of the Hall, but thanks to the Sun, who smiled his very 
pest, the Hall presented a gay aspect. Py some error on the part of the 
guthorities, it had been announced that the Rev. the Chief Rabbi would under- 
take what to the children was unmistakeably the most important and interesting 
feature in the programme, viz., the distribution of prizes. The Rev, Chief Rabbi 
being on the continent, his place was filled by the Rev. A. L. Green, and a better 
substitute could scarcely have been found, 


Baron Henry DE Worms, President of the Schools, presided, and was sup- | 


ported by several members of the Executive and other gentlemen interested in 
the welfare of the Institution. 

The proceedings opened with the singing of Psalm C. by the choir of the 
Schools, under the direction of Mr. J. L. Mombach, who also presided at tho 
pianoforte. After the singing, 

The CHAIRMAN, who was loudly cheered, said: Ladies and gentlemen, 
it is my pleasing duty to preside to-day in my capacity of President, at 
the distribution of prizes to the children who during the past year have 
distinguished themselves. ‘There is nothing more gratifying to me than 
to see the wide-spread sympathy in the community with the Borough 
School. It is now some time since I last had the honour of addressing 
vou. 1 then shadowed forth a plan, which I am glad to say is now not a shadow 
but a reality. That plan was the placing of the Schools under Government 


Inspection and control. It may be in the recollection of some of you that many | 


objections were raised as to the feasibility, practicability and expediency of the 
plan. If any among you had any doubts on these points, they have been prac- 
tically removed, as the example of another institution, the Jews’ Free School, 
proves how practicable and how successful is government supervision. Many 
were of opinion that the Jewish character of our school would be interfered with. 
Had that for one moment been contemplated, the scheme would never have met 
with support from ‘Jewish ministers. It was thoroughly considered and met with 
the support of the Rev. Mr. Green, and I am sure that there could have been no 
better guarantee that the interests ef Judaism would not be interfered with. 
The Jews’ Free School has received in Government aid no less than £1,600. 


That sam must convey two ideas ; first, the pecuniary advantage of Government — 


Jnspection ; and secondly, the efficiency the school must have arrived at before 
the Government gave that sum. Now, although there is a great difference 
between the two schools, why should we not obtain equal results? And why 
sould not I be able to announce next year that the Borough Schools had also 
received acapitation grant amounting to over £1,000? (Cheers). While looking 
to the mere results of government inspection, I cannot help calling attention to 
| the results and the spread of education. We must not forget that for centuries 
’ Jews held an isolated posilion. It led those who knew nothing of their religion 
to persecute them. Now, I am happy to say, the dark clouds of intolerance and 
persecution have passed away. Now the Jews have scope to exercise the extra- 
ordinary abilities our nation at large have been gifted with. (Cheers). It is hard 
to believe that in England there should have been a time when it was not per- 
mitted to a Jew to take his seat in the Legislature, or to exercise the privileges 
of the Judicial Bench. If we look to the present we see that some of our most 
eminent men have seats in the House of Commons, and a most distinguished 
member of the community occupies one of the highest seats on the Judicial 
Bench. (Loud cheers). I wish to call the attention of the little generation to 
the fact that Napoleon said that every soldier carried a marshal’s baton in his 
knapsack, This is but a mere figurative expression.. What it meant was that if 
the soldiers were true to their cause and persevered, they might obtain the 
highest honours it was possible for them to attain. Now if fa Loys (addressing 
the male pupils) exert yourselves, and take advantage of all t 

you, there is noreason why you should not occupy a pagein history, There is no 
accident in the fact that a boy who rises from the working classes should obtain 
high rank among his fellow men. (Hear, hear). To the generous supporters of 
these schools I wish to say that the true preventive of crime, poverty and 
misery is education. It is easier to educate the masses and prevent crime, 


than to pay excessive rates and taxes to punish it. (Cheers). We wish to. 


improve the masses generally. It is not enowgh that achild can play or sing, 
but it is necessary that he should receive a sound education so as to fit him to 
become a useful member of society. For those born in the humbler classes of 
life we should exert our utmost endeavours to place them in a position above 
temptation. It is not for me to defend crime, which is born of poverty and 
ignorance ; (hear, hear), but if you do away with ignorance, you do away with 
that which makes people poor, and help to make them useful members of society. 
(Cheers). I have taken great interest in education, and especially in the educa- 
tion of the Jews which I have deeply at heart. (Cheers). I wish that Jews 
would always maintain intact the peculiarities of our nation, but I do not wish them 
to isolate themselves from other Englishmen. I want them to remain Jews, but 
continue Englishmen. I am averse to institutions which keep Jews ver as rite 
and not as English members of the community. The Jews are an intelligent an 
unbitious race. ‘Chey have the will and the power. If the willis present, the 
opportunity is not wanting. | With the will, with opportunity and education, we 
can show that many of our men are, equally with those to whom I have before 
alluded, competent to sit on the Judicial Bench, to take their seats in the Legis- 
lature, and to aspire even to higher positions, and what is more, to mean to win 
them. If youdo your utmost to support the rising generation ; to show that the 
men who are, wish to raise the men who are to be; if you do this you may 
satisfy yourselves that you have done a good and proper thing for the community 
at large. (Loud cheers). |

The Rev. A. L. GREEN addressed the audience. After humorously referring 
to the circumstances to which he owed tie position in which he was that dav 
— the rev. gentleman said: Ladies and Gentlemen, you will believe me that 

regard this opportunity on the one hand with much pleasure, on the other with 
a certain misgiving. With much pleasure, because it is always pleasant for a 
clergyman to see Jews and Jewesses never tire of giving their presence and 
support to the cause of education. (Cheers.) With a certain misgiving because 
I am following after so scholarly and eloquent a man as our chairman, whom I fear 
more than before, because he is now a magistrate. But be he Baron or Magis 
trate, there is one thing I am glad to say he is,—and I thank God for it—an 
earnest Jew. (Loud Cheers). To him and to you, ladies and gentlemen, I wish 
to say a few words on education. A Jewish clergyman never speaks with so 
much force and authority as when he advocates the cause of education : that 
education which is both religious and secular at the same time. Bear in mind 
what our sages tell us, that he who says TIN NIN 53 PR, “ I know nothing but the 
Law,” OD M36 73), “the beasts of the field are ‘better than he.’” No man 
is religious unless brought face to face with the duties of man in their larger and 
higher sense. I have heard it stated that we do not require essentially Jewish 
schools ; that we might send our children to general schools, where they would 
receive, perhaps, a more efficient general education. Ladies and gentlemen, I 
have no sympathy with those arguments, in so far as regards large towns and 
cities ; and for this reason: while we should strive to make our children, eur 
sons and daughters, educated Englishmen and Englishwomen, we must not, 
dare not, cannot in honour to ourselves or in fealty to our religion, 
forget that we are Jews. The first object of every Jew should be 
that, hand-in-hand with secular instruction should go religious training 
and culture, and from being associated they should be united. Now if 


we send the children of the poor, especially, to general schéol’, where shall the 


opportunity and ability be afforded to parents to give their children a religious 
education ? If you think for one moment that by building synagogues in every 
street of London—of whatever Minhag they may be—erecting pulpits in the 
syhagogués and appointing preachers to the synagogues, you have done enough, 
then you. are quite mistaken. Synagogues can do but little, if the foundation of 
intellect be not laid in proper instruction, which children receive or should receive 
in the principles ot religion in Jewish schools. There is a great distinction 
between large c: .:- and small congregations inthe provinces. There is a great 
advantage int’? provinces in small congregations if the children of the poor are 
sent to a genera: school, and if we establish what we know to exist throughout Ger- 
many, religions s.nulen, religious schools for children. When the children are few 
and the resources limited, it is impossible for a congregation to engage the services 


of one or two teachers to deal with one or two children ; and assoon as there are | 


three children of different ages and capacities, as many classes are required as 
there are children. What I wish to impress on you is that when you establish 
schools, they need not exactly be schools for Jews, but see that they are Jewish 
schools. If they be simply schools for Jews, though the government grant be 
£15,000 instead of £1,500, the children should be thoroughly and efficiently 
educated as Jews in these schools. It is not enough for your children to attend 
synagogue ; you will never make them intelligent Jews and Jewesses, you will 
never have an intelligent Judaism, until they are practically and efficiently taught 
in schools. The committee of these schools, following the tone of the community, 
are not yet prepared to give the schoolmaster and mistresses their proper position 
and pay. While you give your synagogue beadles higher salaries than you give 


your schoolmasters, you will find that the schoolmasters will be the beadles, and — 


the beadles schoolmasters. (Cheers). If you wish your schools to be efficient! 
conducted, you should give not only higher but much higher salaries to the school, 
masters and mistresses. ‘They would be next to fools if they followed’ the pro 
fession, unless you make it worth their while in point of money ; and: until you 
pay these teachers far in advance of your chazanim and, though I say it 
myself, your preachers also, These men and women have to educate and form 
the ied of your children. These men and women demand and are worthy of 
your highest esteem and the best pay you can give them. When you make it 
worth their while, you will have highly educated men and women, and your 
children will be as safe under their instructors, as it has been proved to day they 
are under the masters and mistresses of this school, although their pay is certainly 
not what it ought to be. One word I wish to say to the teachers. Every man 
or woman may follow any trade he or she pleases. If he or she does not like 
the trade, they will never be worth their salt or earn their living. School- 
masters and mistresses, although I wish them to get as much as possible, should 
not only follow, but love, their profession. To them we give not only the bodies, 
but the minds and souls of our children, especially the children of the poor, who 
are the backbone of the community. (Cheers). If the master only perform his 
duties perfunctorily, it the mistress teach only because she is compelled to 
teach, neither he nor she will ever make our children good men and women, I 
must say that when I have attended these schools I have ever found the masters 
aud mistresses earnestly at their work. The children, especially the prize- 
holders, should bear in mind that it is not always genius—which has been termed 
disease of the nerves—that commands the best position in the world. It is not 
the child that can learn the readiest that gains distinction in the school and the 
respect of its teachers. Honest plodding, assiduity, obedience, regularity and 
trath, these are the great factors which distinguish children in school, and 
the same factors lead them to the highest positions in the werld, Loek 
round in every community of Englishmen, especially among the Jews, and see 
who coine to the front ranks. Not always the children of the rich ; not always 
those who, to employ the vulgar expression, are born with a silver spoon in their 
mouths ; but the clildren of poor men and women, who have worked their way 


up, distinguished by their talent and perseverance as well as by mental powers. | 


Do not think then that to become great always means to become rich, Our 
children, unfortunately, are brought up with a disease,—money on the brain. 
Many think that the supreme good of life is to become rich, Do not think that I

Tae Weekly Review, a Non-conformist crgan, contains an interesting 
account of a Saturday afternoor spent in the “ Jewish quarter,” by which 
he refers to the neighbourhood of Whitechapel. We cannot endorse all 
the writer’s statements, though the article is, on the whole, written in a 
kind spirit; but there are some mistakes in it—as, for instance, the notion 
that one “can at a glance, single out a Jew from a Gentile, by looks, 
speech orname.” This isa singular misconception, though not very 
important, The writer describes a visit paid to a conversionist mission room, 
and complains of the incivility which he received there from the person who 
eonducted the service. ‘* He has been,” says the writer, ‘‘ more insulted in 
mission rooms by those conducting the mission than he has in thieves’ 
kitchens. ’’ His presence, as a Christian reporter of the press, was specially 
objected to. He was shrieked at by the gentle shepherd who presided at 


the meeting, and threatened with the police, who, indeed, were sent for, and 
sat by the unwelcome guest. The writer in the Weekly Review expresses 


surprise at being told by the pastor of loving-kindness that these missions 
could not “ on any account allow a report of their proceedings to appear 
in a Christian paper; though a representative of a Jewish paper would be 
welcome.” We are not surprised. The organs of the conversionists, when 
their deeds are exposed in the Jewish press, can fall back on a charge of 
religious prejudice, partiality or unfairness on the part of a Jewish writer ; 
but they know full well, so cute are these fellows, that if once a paper of 
the general press gave an account of their proceedings in these mission 


_ rooms, they would not be let off so easily, The Weej:ly Review also contains 


a notice of Jewish charities and benefit societies, the names of which are, 
we suppose, culled from the Anglo-Jewish Directory, 


At last, after a great deal of talk, a Young Men’s Hebrew Association 
has been formedin New York.

JEWISH ASSOCIATION FOR DIFFUSION OF 
RELIGIOUS KNOWLEDGE, 


Tue Jewish Association for the Diffusion of Religious Knowledge has 
issued its Twelfth Annual Report. It presents few features of novelty ; 
but there is no falling off of activity in the various departments. Mr, N 
S. Joseph, as we already announced, has retired from the office of honora 
Secretary, and is succeeded by Mr. Sydney M. Samuel. The Sabbath 
School maintains its efficiency. A satisfactory result has followed 4 
negociation with the British and Foreign Bible Society, and copies 
of the Old Testament, without headings, will be supplied by the 
latter at ten-pence each. The library of the Association has 
been deposited at tho Bayswater Schools, Westbourne Park Villas, 
The Reading Room and Library for the working classes—the rent 
of which is paid by Mr. Montagu the President—are highly success- 
ful. These are managed by a local committee. Classes for the exposition 
of Scripture and debates on various subjects, also varied intellectual enter- 
tainments, are well attended and successfully conducted. Subsidies have 
been granted‘o provincial schools and religious classes. We regret that 
we cannot endorse the opinion of the committee that an Association of this 
character should undertake certain duties which belong to the community 
at large, and which ought to be carried out by congregational votes,

congregation to which it belongs; but I have visited it, and was struck with 
the extremely cheerful and lively appearance of the children and the rooms, 
quite remarkable for the city. I contrast them with a gloomy room which I saw 
in a much vaunted Jewish school at the West-end. The city is notoriously 
healthy. I know nothing of the sanitary arrangements, but I think the 
Portuguese Chief Rabbi andthe Committee, many of whom I believe, are 
ladies, would look to these; and I am credibly informed that the school is 
under constunt and vigilant inspection, and that its lady-President, the 
excellent Mrs. Almosnino, who is an honour to her sex, resides on the spot: 
so that defects would readily meet her eye. Your correspondent writes 
like an angry man—at least, I suppose he is a man, and not a lady—though 
certainly according to the 4th chapter of the Book of Daniel, “ Nebuchad- 
nezzar” at one time of his ‘life was scarcely one or the other.—Yours

Another step has been taken by the government of Prince Charles in . 


the right direction. Mr. Titus L. Majoresco has been called to the vacant 
portfolio of the Ministry of Public Instruction and Worship. A better 
appointment for signifying good faith and a determined purpose to solve 
the vexatious Jewish question could not be given. Mr. Majoresco unlike 
the majority of the Roumanian politicians is a graduate of a German instead 
of a French university and is one of the most cultured and enlightened men 
of the country. 

He has repeatedly given evidence of his sympathy with the Israelites, 
to which your correspondent has heretofore borne evidence in your 
columns, | 

In a debate before the chambers on the 10th July, three years ago, 
speaking upon the subject of public instruction, he said: ‘The system of. 
instruction pursued in our schools is vicious. The schools are neglected 
Tho State does not take the deep interest in them it should in order to 
control them, Professors are paid who are propagating to youth subversive 
ideas and poisoning them. At the University of Jassy, the late Professor 
Boanitz has led his disciples who are now the Professors, to propagate ideas 
destructive ofthe principles upon which the welfare of society and State are 
based.. The most essential of these are against'the reigning Prince, the 
rights of property and the Israelites. Why does the state pay such 
professors ?”’ 

He then spoke against the sophisms of the faction which calls itself 
liberal and independent, showing them to be not only anti-dynastical but 
anti-civilized, as for instance their continued and senseless warfare against 
the Jews. The third theory of these professors is that all strangers must 
be banished from the State whenever it appears that their presence is 
dangerous. Such they claim to be the sovereign right of the Roumanian 
people, and when you hear often that Jews in the schools of Jassy are 


persecuted, that the scholars even maltreat their fellow students of the . 


Mosaic religion when they are peaceably walking in the public gardens, you 
must know that these barbarities spring from the pernicious theories which 
are inculculated by their professors, who under the fair name of Roumanian 
patriotism mask doctrines unworthy of the 19th century, and whose real 


tendency would lead to the erection of a Chinese wall on the margin of } 


Europe. Mr. Majoresco concluded by saying he 
measures to ameliorate this end.”’ 


Unfortunately the remedies proposed have until now not been adopted, 
but the presence of Mr. Majoresco in the cabinet and his especial adminis- 
tration of the portfolio of Public Instruction and Worship give assurance 
that we may shortly look for some great and sweeping.reforms. Indeed I 
hear that he is already engaged upon the work and will in the approaching 
extraordinary session next montn bring forward a bill to this evil.

Unhappily, power seems to demoralize most of the public mea in this 


country, and when they once reach the Ministry they appear to lose that 
independence and courage which, if they only knew how to assert, would 
make them true benefactors and secure their enduring prosperity. 

The Hon. C. Vivian, the new British Agent and Consul General, 
arrived last week, and has already entered upon his functions, Sir John 
Green, his predecessor, leaves for England to-day with his family. On 
Saturday evening last a farewell dinner in his honour, and in that of Lady 


Green, was given by the American C nsul Mr. Peixotto, at which, besides the

HERR LASKER. 

The Morning Advertiser contains a lengthy and biographical notice of 
“the great tribune, Herr Lasker,” continued through two articles, 
biography throughout views Lasker in a most favourable light; and 
deprecates the fact that the door of official promotion is still kept jealously 
closed against him. Aliuding to a remark of Prince Bismarck to Herr 
Lasker in 1871, “ My dear Herr Lasker, decidedly we must be colleagues 
one of these days,”’ the biographer says, “ What might have seemed a joke 
then, may, perchance, now ere long ecquire the substantial proportions ofa 
reality. It is well known that Bismarck is entirely free from the narrow 
prejudices of hisclass. Lasker certainly would make avery good Minister 
of Justice, or better still, an excellent UWome Secretary.” Speaking of the 
efforts made by the Liberal and Progressist parties to secure Lasker as one 
of their champions in Parliament, (this refers to the time previous to his 
election to the Prussian Parliament), the writcr of the article says, “There 
was a formidable obstacle in the path, the same obstacle which opposed 
itself to Lasker’s promotion in the legal profession, of which he was yet 
universally admitted to be one of the brightest ornaments. As has already 
been mentioned, Lasker is a Jew. Were in England, where we have only 
recently bestowed the second highest Equity office in the land upon a Jewish 
gentleman, who be it said, without disparagement to his legal attainments, 
cannot possibly claim comparison with such a giant of the law as Lasker is,

SKETCHES OF ANGLO-JEWISH HISTORY. 
X XIX. 
SYNAGOGUE PROGRESS.—TWO JEWISH WORTHIES. 


One of the first thoughts of Jews when they congregate in sufficient 
numbers, is to erect a place of worship; and the beauty and size of their 
synagogues may serve to give a fair idea of their numbers, means and zeal. 
As we have already, explained their increase during the 18th century was 
mainly confined to the Jews of German and Polish descent ; and that section 
of Jews from being a minority, gradually rose into being a large majority. 
Synagogue after synagogue was by them raised in London and in provincial 
towns. One of the few places where their establishment does not appear 
to have been always successful was Dublin. From some unexplained cause, 
the Jews, who are beholden to the Irish for more than one act of true kind- 
ness, did not uniformly prosper on the banks of the Liffey. At one time, 
indeed,—in the year 1791—the congregation had so dwindled in extent, 
that the synagogue had been closed and the Scrolls of the Law had been 
returned to the London Portuguese Congregation to whom they belonged. 
This temporary check must have been owing to some purely fortuitous cir- 
cumstances, for Dublin bas since beheld a flourishing Jewish congregation. 
The Jews of Dublin, let us say, always felt a sense of friendship and grati- 
tude towards the Jews of Bevis Marks; and even so late as 1842, the former 
expressed a desire to affiliate their synagogue to the Portuguese Synagogue 
of London, ‘But everywhere else, at the period of which we are speaking 
the Jews with characteristic energy and activity were extending their reli- 
gious, educational and charitable institutions. Usually, as soon as the 
synagogue reared its head, the school-room quietly rose at its side. The 
three German synagogues in Duke’s Place, Fenchurch Street, and Leaden- 
hall Street, had become insufficient for the crowds of worshippers who 
*ssembled thither on the days of solemn gathering to invoke the Lord of 
Israel. Permission was granted by the Authorities of the Great Synagogue 
to small congregations of foreigners to meet for prayers in suitable locali- 
ties; and among others a small Polish synagogue was built near Cutler 
Street, Houndsditch. The Great Synagogue itself had been enlarged and 
rebuilt; and its members had so multiplied'that a new resting place where 
they could sleep their last sleep undisturbed had to be purchased. Towards 
this pious object Mr. Abraham Goldsmid and his brother Mr. Asher Gold 
smid did not fail to contribute with their cnstomary liberality. The gronnd 

_ for the new “ Honse of Life” was purchased in 1795; and a portion of the 
land was sud-let to a Christian, with the curious proviso that a certain 
space should be devoted to the cultivation of willow trees for the use of the 
congregation in their ritual observances during the Feast of Tabernacles, 
Then the Portuguese Congregation had ordered the reconstruction of some 
of the buildings adjoining their House of Prayer, at a cost of about £4,000, 
The New Synagogue in Leadenhall Street was not behind its sister congre- 
gations, and in 1798 the edifice was repaired and decorated in a very 
elegant and chaste style. . The ceremony of the consecration was attended 
with great solemnity, and is thus described by a Christian eye-witness. 
‘‘The High Priest with the subordinate rabbis, the chorus and attendants 
with a great number of fathers of families in the proper vestments, were at 
the cerem ny which was affecting, grand and awful. The music .and the 
voices performed in the eastern manner of strophe, antistrophe and chorus. 
The anthems were performed in a very superior style of modulation and bar- 


mony. A crowd of people attended, and they all conducted themselves } 


decorously. A subscription was opened, and in about twenty minutes 
upwards of £200 were subscribed.” | | 
We have thus seen that the City synagogues were flourishing and their 
congregations growing larger and richer ; now we must record the founda- 
tion of a new synagogue in another quarter of the town. It was found 
advisable for meny Jews in trade to dwell beyond the boundaries of the 
city ; principally in those districts where the rich, the idle and the fashion- 
able meet and lounge and flirt together. These Jews lived at a distance 
from the City synagogues ; and not being able to walk thither, and not 
wishing to be excluded from the religious services to which thev had been 
accustomed, they naturally resolved to establish a place of worship in their 
own locality. In the year 1797 asmall synagogue was fitted up in Denmark- 
court, Strand. This was the beginning of the congregation of the West- 
minster Jews, now in St. Alban’s-place. On a future occasion we shall 
revert more fully to the subject. Now we will merely observe that in the 
above mentioned year, the founders of the Westminster synagogue consulted 
the authorities of the Hambro Synagogue on the subject, and that all the 
three existing German congregations resolved to act together in this ques- 
tion. We are glad to be enabled to ray that the old communities raised no 
objection to the formation of another congregation : and that no Jaws of the 
Medes and the Persians enacted that Jews should assemble to pray in 
certain fixed spots and nowhere else. In 1798 the City congregations 
_entered into a temporary arrangement with the new Westminster Synagogue 
on a very reasonable basis. It was not until the beginning of the present 
century that a regular agreement was effected between the Great Synagogue 
—vn bebalf of the City congregations—and the Westminster synagogue ; 
and we shall refer to it in due course, | 
During the same period, too, Jewish intellect was far from being idle in 
London, Several Hebrew works principally by German writers were pub- 
 jished, which reflected great credit on authors, editors and printers. 
Among these we must enumerate two important works by Eliakim ben 
Abraham, which saw the light in the year 1794, one of these was called 
Milchamoth Adonai, “ The battles of the Lord,” and consisted of essays on 


several philosophical subjects; and the other, Maamar Beenah Laetim, was | 


a commentary on the most difficult passages of Daniel. The diction of 
these treatises has been pronounced to be chaste and elegant, and their

theology. The same writer also edited other works in the holy tongne 
consisting mainly of philosophy and metaphysics. But Hebrew was not 
the only language in which Jews wrote; and one man at least wielded the 
vernacular with vigour if not with elegance. We must not forget the 
services that David Levi rendered to Jodaism ; and let us pay a just tribute 
to the memory of a man, who taught Jews to appreciate the beautiful pray org 
they too often addressed parrot-like to the Deity without understanding 
them ; and who broke many a lance on behalf of his co-religionists. Let 
us say a few words concerning David Levi. Born in 1742, his youth was 

assed like the old masters in the Talmud in the pursuit of a Lusdienah 
Whilst struggling to earn a living as a shoemaker and a hat dresser, 
and surrounded with domestic cares, he found time to devote to those 
studies he loved so well. He first produced a volume on the rites and 
ceremonies of the Jews. He next published his “ Lingua Sacra” in three 
volumes, consisting of a Hebrew grammar with points, and a complete 
Hebrew and English dictionary. These works are far from being the most 
perfect of the kind, but they form a remarkable instance of industry 
and perseverance in a person constrained to follow a mechanical pnrsnit 
to supply the necessities of life. He then defended his faith against the 
attacks of ardent sectarian, albeit modified, Christianity on the one side, 
and against the attacks of pure atheism on the other. Dr. Priestley, the 
well known natural philosopher and dissenting minister; the extraordinary 
man who dived into the mysteries of nature; -who followed by turns the 
doctrines of Arius and Socinius ; and who discovered new gases ; desired to 
convert the Jews to a religi on the divine nature of which he entirely repn-. 
diated. Dr. Priestley, F.R.S., amiably invited the Jews to a friendly 
discussion on the evidences of Christianity. Thus replied David 


- Levi in the first of two series of letters: “I am not ashamed to tell yon 


that Iam a Jew by choice and not because I was born a Jew. Far from 
it, for I am clearly of opinion that every person endowed with ratiocination 
ought to have a clear idea of the truths of revelation and a just ground for 
his faith so far as human evidence can go.” In 1789, David Levi admini.- 
stered another lesson to Dr. Priestley, and then he broke a lance in defenc: 
of the Old Testament against Thomas Paine’s “ Age of Reason.” Davi 
Levi was a hard worker; he gave the Portuguese Jews a translation of 
their prayers, and subsequently he rendered the same service to his own 
community. He addressed several controversial letters to Christian 
writers ; and he published a Pentateuch in Hebrew and English with notes, 
He-was poet in ordinary to the synagogues, and he furnished odes as oceca- 
sions required on public celebrations. The work which appears to have 
lain nearest to his heart was his “‘ Dissertation on Prophecies,” of which a 
part only kad come before the world when ke was stricken with paralysis, 
‘In 1801 David Levi was summoned before the Lord of Israel, whom he hod 
humbly and zealously glorified for nearly sixty years. David Levi, though 
not a polished or cultured writer, was an earnest thinker, and he strore 
hard to benefit his commanity. He was the first Jew who had vindicated 
his faith in English ; and though he was no match for Joseph Priestley » 
a controversialist by the help of books, he made a respectable figure in print. 
A curious elegy in his honour appeared in the Gentleman’s Magazine. Wi 
quote two stanzas: 

Though science reared not in his anxious breast, 

Confessions, creeds, nor formularies vext, 

On prophecy’s sure grounds, he built his rest, 

Nor with their mystic meanings was perplext. 


He took the part benevolent and sincere 
To argue and explain from falsehoud clear, 


For to Friestly'’s philosophic views : 
He cautions answered in his people's name: 
The sceptic turned, nor more among the Jews, 
Sought for another argument or claim, 
Nor did the arch demagogue’s disloyal train 
From Levy's pen a better obtain. 
This poetry, as will be seen, is not of a very high class, The author 
Lemoine, was neither a Gray, a Cowper, nora Southey, but he was sincere 
and he seems to have really admired David Levi in particular, though hy 
did not experience the same feelings towards the Jews in general, ‘Th 
long intimacy that had existed between the Jewish mechanic and th: 
Christian bookseller, doubtless predisposed the latter.to judge the forme 
with a favourable eye. We sball hereafter meet again with Henry Lemoiu 
as a writer on Jewish affairs, who, evidently well intentioned, fell into seriou 
blunders, and who apparently possessing some knowledge concerning tle 
Jews, really frequently misunderstood them. | 
Among the Jews deserving some notice during the period of which # 
are writing, that is the end of the last century, we must not omit to mentin 
the name of David Alves Rebello, an eminent member of the Portngue# 
Congregation. David Alves Rebello was not only a valued member of his 
own community, where he had filled several offices of honour, bat he was st 


| ornament to society of any faith. He was a patron of the fine arts and? 


benefactor of the poor. He had applied himself to the study of natunl 
history, on which science he left several writings. He was agreat admire 
of works of art, particularly of coins; and he gathered an elegant, judicious 
collection of them, as well as of numerous objects of mineralogy, botany aol 
every other branch of natural history, David Alves Rebello is described by 
cotemporary writers as having possessed a vigorous and expanded mind fully 
equal to grasping successfully with the problems of science. He died i 
May 1796, at Hackney, where many Portuguese Jews then dwelt; and be 
bequeathed to his synagogue acurious legacy of £500, the interest of which 
was to be devoted to the purchase of certain undergarments to be anuuall 
distributed to twelve poor persons of each sex.

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DAMASCUS. 


« All hope abandon ye who enter here.” At the present time this 
would be a fit inscription for the entrance to Damascus. Not that any 
massacre or catastrophe is impending; not that any secret band is at 
work, to make away with strangers or Europeans, but because Damascus is 
now isolated from the rest of the world by reason of the snows. There is 
a fine French diligence road of about eighty miles from Beyrout hither ; it 
winds gracefully among the mountains of the Lebanon and the Antilebanon, 
and commands fine views over hill and plain. But 1874 has hitherto been 


an exceptional year for Syria, and unusual cold and snowfalls have 
occarred. At present the whole mountains are covered with deep snow, 
which has been daily increasing; at last the weather seems improved, and 
the diligence company have set 1,500 men to work. But for nearly a 
fortnight no vehicle has been able to pass along the road, and during the 
last few days the mail-bearers have had to dismount and walk over the 
worst part—about twenty miles—on foot. The road was blocked up for 
twenty days last month, and five unfortunate Britons were shut up here 
the whole time—a sad trial for temper and patience, though of course it 
was often fine weather in the city while it was snowing hard on the moun- 
tains. But at length there came a spell of sunshine, and the workmen 
heaped the snow on the two sides of the road; then for a week carts and 
diligences were able to pass, though the snow formed a wall on the right 
hand and the left, and in many places was twelve to sixteen feet high. But 
a fortnight ago snow and rain recommenced, and communication was once 
more cut off. The labour is now so great, that it will take a large body of 
men four or five days to clearthe road. As this is the ordinary Damascus 
“season,” and bright, warm summer weather should rule, it may well be 
hoped that the communication will not be again impeded this year. At 
the present moment there are not more than two travellers in the town, 
and as there is not much commerce here, the number of European resi- 
dents is very small; but as soon as the road opens, a great many tourists 
are sure to arrive, for is not the East the land of Cook ? 

Damascus has two chief attractions—its bozaars and its gardens, 
The latter need some summer weather, before they can become perfect ; 
but in a few weeks the trees and flowers will be in blossom, and the fruit 


. will be rich and ripe—and then Damascus may seem to justify the saying 


of Mahomet, that it is the paradise of the world. The bazaars are long 
intricate rows ot covered stalls, and contain almost every product of the 
East and the West. Each commodity has its special bazaar, so that 
thirty or forty shops of the same sort are all in a row. Fancy Shoolbred, 
Jay, Marshall and Snelgrove, Whiteley and a dozen others, all placed next 

each other in one long line, There is a large old clo’ bazaar, but the trade 
is entirely in the hands of Mahommedans. The sweetmeat bazaar is very 
large, and one is surprised that there can be sufficient custom for so many 
shops. The owner always squats in the middle of his stores, smoking a 
narghily, and occasionally reading; he is listless and apathetic, and would 
never invite you to purchase; indeed, when asked to reach down for 
inspection sny of his wares, he looks very bored, and evidently thinks he 
is doing a kindness. Still he does not hesitate to ask very much over the 
true value of the article; and when at last he sells it at a really high price, 


after much bargaining, declares that he loses considerably by the transac- 


tion. However, if yon make no purchases of him, and buy from his com- 
petitor opposite, he shsws no sign of annoyance—for an Eastern’s face is 
by no means an index to his mind. Going a little farther, we come to the 
siik bazaar, where specimens of native manufacture are sold to eager 
travellers, at exorbitant prices. But the native ladies come here, too, in 
their white ghost-like dresses, which extend from over their head down to 


their very feet. They usually cover their faces, and so walk or rather | 
_ waddle, along in their awkward, ungainly way. The male population 


abounds largely in the bazaar also; they wear loose pantaloons, a sort of 
closed waistcoat, a band or scarf round the waist, a fez and a kophir. This 
last article prevails all over the East, and is a sort of panacea; it is used 
instead of a hat or as a neckhandkerchief, and as a protection against 
sun, wind or rain, Occasionally a kawass or janissary of some consul 
passes by, in his rich livery ablaze with gold wire; but they are too 
common here to attract much notice. 


One long street, passing right throngh Damascus has preserved ihe — 


name by which it is called in the New Testament, and is still known as ‘ The 
street called Straight.’ Mention should also be made of the silversmith 
bazaar in which the scene is a very busy and curious one. Dozens of 
workmen squat in a large covered chamber with a number of little furnaces, 
and hammer away at their work, while behind each is a box or safe in which 


isthe valuables are stored. It is worth while to mount to the roof to get a 
look through the windows into the Great Mosque, and to see the remains | 


of a fine triumphal arch which is so hidden by surrounding buildings as to 


be visible only from some such point of vantage. All the bazaars are full 


of dogs lying sleepily about in the middle of the road; they never move 
out 7 the rol es, vl never seem to get run over. If disturbed, they set 
up a howl or bark which is taken up by all the file and echoed along the 
street. It is said that certain descriptions of dogs occupy fixed portions of 
the city, and that they never leave their own quarter to intrude on that of 
their neighbours. They are very useful as scavengers, and it is contrary to 
Mahommedan law to destroy them even as pups. It is a curious fact that 
in spite of all these dogs hydrophobia is excessively rare. 


There is another long straight street called Meidan leading out of | 


Damascus; it terminates in the Gate of God, and it is by this road that the 
faithful followers of Mahomet—the Hajjees—start on their pilgrimage to 
Medina and Mecca. The whole journey occupies about four months and

The population professes many different faiths ; Mahommedaas, 
Druzes, Jews and Christians, are the chief.

The Mahommedans even now have no very 
brotherly feelings towards their neighbours of other religions; ‘death to 
the convert’ is their watch-word, and if any Moslem adopts the Christian 
faith he has a hard time of it, and needs beware of ill-treatment, assassina« 
tion, poisoning, or other violent death. Religious toleration and liberty 
are in their infancy in Turkey ; or, more truly, they are not yet born, The 


Moslem who makes his living out of European strangers, hates and despi 
them the while. . 2 gers, hates and despises 


_The Bagdad mail is dispatched every fortnight from Damascas, {t is 
carried by a Bedouin on a single dromedary in 11 days, while the caravans 
take four times as long, during this time the bearer goes ahead day and 
night, resting only 3 hours out of the 24. He is sometimes robbed on the 
way by the Bedonins, who, though they have a certain feeling of honour 
regarding hospitality, &¢c., make their whole livelihood by robbery and 
marauding. A curious accident happened to the Bagdad mail this year, 
It was a moonlight night and the bearer felt disposed to pray. He dis« 
mounted, tied the legs of the animal together, spread his rug, and com- 
menced his devotions. ‘The dromedary in a little while broke its rope and 
fled; “it was never seen more,” and fell doubtless into the hands of 
Bedouins, who destroyed the mail lest it should lead to their detection, 
The postman had to walk all the way back to this city; his route lay 
through arid deserts, and during the five days he had nothing to eat and 
drink, except any grass and herbs that he chanced to find. None buta 
Bedouin conld have survived it. Such an incident sounds strange to us 
who are accustomed to the regular transit of mails by railway; but each 


mode has its own special accidents, and unfortunately the railways have 
their full share, | 


The houses at Damascus are very pretty and characteristic, and cor- 
respond to our youthful ideas culled from the Arabian Nights. The 
entrance is small, narrow and uninviting. Bat it leads to a large square 
court, paved with marble. Lemon and orange trees luxuriate all around, and 
in the centre is a fountain—for the waters of the Scriptural “ Abana ” give 


to Damasens a very full supply for every purpose. All around this court 
are the rooms, of the house; the exterior is adorned with little square 


frescoes, rather rough and grotesque. They represent always a mass of 
blue water, with one or two steamboats; indeed the love of the Damascene 
artists for this mode of locomotion is wonderful. The interiors of the salons 
are admirably suited for summer ; the floors are of marble and the fountains 


likewise. The divans are rich and luxurious, and the ornamentation of the 
rooms is light and fanciful. 


The house of a Jewish gentleman, Mr, Schemaya, is one of the sights 
of Damascus, on account of one reception room which is exceedingly rich 
and uncommon. It is divided into thirty panels, and the wall of each is 
entirely covered with marble, chiefly white, most finely carved. The 
designs are very detailed and beautiful, and some of the birds—the canaricg 
—seem in the very act of flying. The few parts that are not covered with 
marble are decorated with wood inlaid with ivory and mother-of-pearl, 
The furniture is on the same magnificent scale, and the floor is entirely of 
marble. There is also a large white marble fountain supported by several 
marble lions, the whole being cut out of one piece. In sammer it would 
be just- the place to lie idly on the couches and read the Arabians Nights, 

A few houses contain roofs and walls of the old work, characteristic 
with gold and brilliant colours; but many have replaced these by more 
modern, if less tasteful decorations. ‘The owners have in many cases little 
houses with large gardens in some neighbouring village, especially at 
Dummar, which is a few miles from Damascus and situated by the banks 
of the river Abana, or to use its modern name, the “ Barada,” The veran- 
dahs and summer-houses abutting on the river must be very delightful 
during the great heats, so that the people of Damascus ought to be very 
happy and comfortable during the spring and summer months; but they 
have no fire places nor other conveniences which we Europeans consider 
absolutely necessary in the bitingly cold weather that has lasted in their 
city for several weeks past. | : 

There is a place of considerable interest near Damascus, viz., 
a village called Jobar. 
now Mauslem, with a few Jews only. But it contains a rough 
bleak synagogue, rather large, and famous as a place of pilgrimage 
for the Jews of the neighbourhood. It contains a cave where 
Elijah hid himself in troublous times. We had to take off our boots befure 


entering it, and the beadle told us that old people had even in these days | 


seen and felt the presence of Elijah there, though the prophet always dis- 
appeared soon after their entrance! The spot is also railed in and shown 
where Elijah anointed Hazracl. The Jews of the conntry around constantly 
supply the synagogue with oil; and our rich brethren in Beyrout and else- 
where are always ready to defray the cost of any repairs or alterations that 
may be necessary. A. pe M.M,

THE JEWISH WORKHOUSE AND THE JEWISU BOARD OF 
GUARDIANS, 


Tue singular and antiquated dread of publicity which prevails in certain of 


our communal iustitutions is, iu these days, not only effete, but mischievous, 
Years ago, when the press was less prudent, less powerful, less pure and 
Jess independent; when the community was misunderstood and scarcely 
tolerated ; this apprehension of publicity was intelligible and perbaps 
excusable, In bygone days, party-feeling ran high in all public assemblies, 
_ personalities prevailed over principles, and vituperation took the place of 

debate. What was true even of the high Court of Parliament in those days

| was necessarily true of the less dignified atmosphere of the vestry-room, 
Mais, nous avons changé tout cela. Discussions are conducted usually with 
dignity, decencysand decorum. Public feelings do not descend to the low 
arena of private acrimony. The debates in the vestry-room of a synagogue 
or the board-room of an institution are for the most part conducted in such 
manner that their publication would be beneficial instead of dangerous,—if 
even it only operate as a ceterrent against thoughtlessness, folly or violence, 
Almost all our public institutions have admitted the wisdom of these views, 
and have opened their doors to the press, This advantage (an advantage 
to the public as well as to the press), has rarely been abused. In the hands 
of practised and principled journalists, it would never be abused. 


Yet some of our institutions—or perhaps we should say some of our 
public men—still fear the casting of the light of day on their proceedings. 
and this is much to be regretted. It is not wise to tie down the safety- 
valve of public ventilation in public affairs. We are inclined to believe 
that if more publicity had been given toa recent effort to secure federal 
union between two important charitable and educational institutions in our 
community, the result would have been beneficial and secure. If the 
governing bodies of the two metropolitan synagogues, which—exceptionally 
of all others—shut the doors of their council-chambers on the Press, were 
to be less reticent and more disposed to court instead of shunning publicity, 


also, we believe, if efforts had been made to secure the public knowledge of 
a project now on fcot for blending the Jewish Workhouse with the Board 
of Guardians, the force of public support would have strengthened the 
hands of those to whom the furtherance of the project is entrusted, 


The history of the Jewish Workhouse—rather a misnomer by the way 
—is a curious one. It was initiated by some earnest workers in the com- 
munity to solve a difficult problem in what appeared to them the readiest 
manner. A few Jewish inmates reduced to helplessness by age and 
infirmity had been discovered in the general -workhouses of parochial 
unions. Happily there were very few—and even some of these few did 
not deserve the sympathy of their coreligionists, But among the few there 
were some, whose grievance—isolation from the society and practices of 
their brethren and sisters in faith—pressed lamentably for redress, 
Debarred from pursuing the various observances of Judaism, dietary and 
others, and exposed to the danger of receiving in their sick and dying 
moments the sacraments and “ consolations” of an alien religion, their case 
seemed pitiable to those amongst us to whom our Faith is dear. Certain 
well meant but complicated efforts were made to remedy the evil by 
arrangements with existing parochial institutions—but perhaps owing to 
the absence of publicity a notion got abroad that the question had become 
tied into a sort of Gordian knot ; and then the promoters of the Workhouse 
stepped in and strove to cut it at one stroke. They were not deterred by 
an unfounded apprehension that glared 6n the minds of some benevolent 
men, like Zanon1’s Demon of the Threshold—the fear lest the establishment 
of a workhouse might extend pauperism and open the way to increase the 
public burdens by reducing the burdens of particular families. Those who 
feared these things knew little of the character of the Jewish poor. They 
take care of their aged and helpless, by preference at their own firesides, 


however humble. They would make many a sacrifice, rather than part 


with their old, their feeble and their sick, to the mercies of stranger 
hands. They scarcely reconcile themselves to allowing their dear ones to 
seck the shelter of a hospital. It is true that in some things they 
may misapprehend their duties. They may not as yet appreciate the blessings 
and obligations of education, and may no doubt be disposed to allow their 
coreligionists to pay for the instruction of their children, rather than make 
sacrifices for this duty. A free school will never be empty. They may 
not yet understand the true principles of political economy, and may prefer 
to starve over a cigar-maker’s bench or a tailor’s. sewing machine, rather 
than strive to hew the way to competence, or at least independence, by new 
or hitherto (by them) unprectised trades, They may have faults like 
these: but they have not a tendency to abandon their helpless and infirm. 
Witness for instance the fact that the “Jewish” beds in a certain Chil 
dren’s Hospital are so little tenanted. Witness the ease that was found 
in relegating the “old people” of Jews’ Hospital from that great structure 
to their family haunts. ‘There was little reason, therefore, to apprehend 
that, under judicious management, the so-called Workhouse would be 


peat under judicious management— 
would be to increase pauperism. | 


It is easy to understand, however, that the promoters of the ne¥ 
Workhouse were very suundly abused at the outset of their proposals. It 
is acommon plan to cry out against the initiation of new institutions. 
When @ project is started—be it a Literary Sceiety, an Anglo-Jewish 
Association, a Choir School, a Union of Synagogues . new Cemetery, 4 
Life Boat Fund, a Scholarship Memorial—the ery ey “To your tents, 0 
Israel!” and the crushing sledge hammer of the epigram “no new institi- 


tions” bears down on it with force and fury. But the Workhouse struggled 


mistakes would be avoided and misappiehensions would be removed. So — 
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into existence, and after having had, like many a fledgling, a fight for birth, | 


it managed to float. 

It is not necessary to enquire at this juncture whether the Institution 
was well managed or not; whether the same object might not have been 
effected without the establishment of a new institution; whether some 
prejudices were not excited from the absence of almost all the usual leaders 
of the community from its administration; whether there was not an 
injudicious and even censurable tendency to pit class against class by 
injudicious asseverations and hollow statements. There is now a chance of 
softening all asperities, remedying every evil, satisfying every opinion, by 
the contemplated blending of the Jewish Workhouse with the Board of 
Guardians. We do noi pretend to be in the secrets of either body ; but we 


believe we are correct in stating that there is every hope of the realization 


of so desirable a project. We have long held that there is need of an 
Asylum for the friendless and helpless, and we believe that its management 
could not be in better hands than in those of a Committee of the Board of 
Guardians. The organization of that marvellous institution; the industry, 
experience and administrative powers of its managers ; and the great public 
confidence which it commands; point out the Board as, the most fitting 
depositary of the control of such an asylum. We question if its main- 
tenance would greatly add to the expenses of the Board, seeing that its 
establishment might relieve its expenditure in other respects. The con- 
fidence of the community rests, and deservedly rests, in the Board, which 
has earned a title to that confidence by its generally judicious administration 
and the practical ability of many of its administrators. Of course that 
administration has its defects—defects which we have not been slow in 
pointing out. It may have been tardy in recognizing certain broad 
principles, but when it has recognized them in theory it has adopted them 
in practice, with rapidity, decision and sound judgment. That a Jewish 
poor-house should exist apart from and independent of the Board of 
Guardians is an anomaly amounting to absurdity. It may be that a poor- 
bouse is not needed at all, If so the Board of Guardians with its extensive 
means of information would at once discover its needlessness. It may be 
that the Board’s machinery of relief would enable a poor-house to be 
dispensed with. It may be that the poor-house would have to be main- 
tained ; in which case the Board of Guardians has at its disposal, or at 
least within its reach, the means of managing it with efficiency and economy, 
It may be that parochial subvention might be utilized for its support—if so 
this could be best arranged by persons having the position, connections and 
attainments of the members of the Board. Nor can it be in any way 
reprehensible that the Jewish community which has so long and cheerfully 
contributed to the maintenance of the general poor, under laws which 
shut out their own poor from their benefit; the Jewish community which 
has so long saved its own poor from burdening the general rates, to which 
nevertheless it has contributed so largely :—it cannot be reprehensible, we 
‘say, that our community should unhesitatingly accept such aid as generous 


— legislation under altered circumstances permits and encourages. 


It is possible that this step, if carried into effect, may lead to a more 
general alliance of the institutions that shelter the helpless, the aged and 
infirm. We are, possibly, on the eve of vast modifications of our charitable 
organization,—but we. must proceed with caution and deliberation—not 
unmind{ul of the prejudices and proclivities of human nature, not too wise 
in our own conceits—but ever regarding the one high object in view, the 


care of the poor. 


JERUSALEM, 


Tne letter bearing the signature of Mr. J. Berotueit, which appeared in 


our last impression, deserves more than passing consideration ; not only 
because Mr. Bercrueit is a practical and useful public man, but also 
because the subject-matter of his communication is highly important. We 
have had ample means of jftacing before our readers from time to time 
interesting and reliable information as to the condition of our Jerusalem 
brethren—information obtained from non-official sources, but of the highest 
consideration as to impartiality, accuracy, and knowledge of the sub- 
jects treated on. We approach the question with some diffidence, how- 
ever, because we are aware that the affairs of the Jews of Jerusalem are 


_ regarded under various aspects by various minds. To some Jews, we trust 
but few, Jerusalem is a place of no moment or regard whatever—a mere 


decayed, obscure and unwholesome town in a Turkish pachalic, possessing 
no more sublime associations than Bagdad, or Baden, or Hockley-in-the- 


- Hole. To others, Jerusalem is an object of living and passionate attach- 


ment. We cannot sympathise with the sentiments of those whose affection 


_ for the Holy City is gauged by material considerations: those to whom 


‘Soztyma is no more than a handful of bazaars and houses, tanks and chapels; 


huddled in narrow streets on a sterile and sandy plain. To the Jew, in 
whose heart earthly ambition has not shut out historical associations and | 


spiritual aspirations, Jerusalem must ever shine in a halo of glory. Tous 


it does not seem strange that men should regard a pilgrimage to the Holy 


City as one of the dearest objects of life; that they should long to tread 

the streets whose soil it is fondly believed the prophets and the sages trod ; 

that they should hope to see the valleys, caves and rocks, stamped 

with a hundred memories ; that they should pine with wistful heart to see 
Zion before they die ; that they should wish that their weary frames should 

rest after life’s fitful fever in the sods which earthly History and heavenly 

Hope alike make sacred for ever. To others, the promise of a Restoration 

of our broken throne and polluted altars, the rearing once more of the 
Banner on the Royal Hill, must give Jerusalem a special signiticance : 


Breathes there a man with soul so dead 
That never to himself has said 


this is the land where the glories of our race culminated ; where the Temple 
lifted its embattled height ; where a Presence too awful for description or 


_ contemplation rested in the days of the kings and leaders of Judah! 


The news of famine in the Holy City, as to which we are daily antici- 
pating special details—the presentinformation being very meagre—naturally 
leads to a consideration as to whether some permanent remedy might not be 
applied to a condition of affairs of so very discouraging a character. Perhaps 
in all the world—not even excepting Rome or Constantinople—there is no 


city in such a condition of dilemma as Jerusalem. The drawbacks to its 


prosperity are numerous, The jealousies of rival European powers maintain 
it in Turkish hands and its position is the least happy of all towns under 


Turkish dominion, From tho days in which our lion hearted Richarp and 


Puitir Avoustus of France disputed the honours of victory in the 
East, to those in which the late Emperors Naroteox and Nicuowas 
quarrelled over the possession of the keys of the so-called holy places 
—dissension and discord seem to be the ruling principles in matters relating 
to the birthplace of that Christian system, for which peace and concord are 
ostentatiously, exclusively, and it must be allowed, inconsistently claimed. 


| Jealousy sways the minds of governors and governed, of pachas, priests 


and diplomats, of natives and foreigners, Well may we “ pray for the peace 
of Jerusalem.” We cry “ peace, peace, when there is no peace.” 
Among other characteristics of Jerusalem is the profound indigence 
of the masses, attributable to these jealousies, to ignorance, fanaticism 
and bad management. [Efforts to improve the industrial condition of the 
poor of various creeds have hitherto been almost wholely in vain. They 
have been frustrated in part by the operation of the causes we mention. 
Want of suitable education as well as want of physical resources has 
militated against well meant efforts, sustained rather by the desire than the 
consciousness of success. | 
Want of education is a great drawback—want of means of helping 
the helpful to help themselves is another drawback. What iscalled technical 
education is greatly advocated. A contributor of great intelligence who 


recently visited Jerusalem pointed out the absence of artizans among the 


Jewish populafion. Of course technical education, like certain other specifics, 


must be taken cum ygrano salis ; and care must be had that when trades have 


been taught, there shall be means for applying them and rendering them 


available. It wasno doubt a good idea to send out materials for a railway 


to Coomassie, but it was not of much use, as there was no particular place 
to put it w 
providing a cylinder to store it, will be “ hoist with his own petard.” Not 


‘only technical education should be provided, but care should be taken to 


provide means of carrying out the education when received.. 


Another drawback to the prosperity of the Jews is the 


infliction of missionary efforts, some open, some insidious. The 
medieval, almost hysterically romantic, proclivities of the late King of 


Prussia led to the appointment, in conjunction with the English Govern- 


ment, and for the first time in the Protestant Church, of a bishop in partibus; 


a device borrowed from the Roman Catholic Church, according to whicha 
prelate was named in a foreign country for the exercise of missionary, 
instead of episcopal duties. The proselytizers are very active in Jerusalem ; 
women lend themselves to the work with a zeal equal to that of the male 
portion of their own sex, the old women of Exeter Hall. The continuous 
immigration of poor foreign Jews is in some respects a cause of distress ; 
but this is counterbalanced by the fact that, together with indigent immi- 
grants, wealthy foreign Jews also visit and even remain in the Holy City, 
and these no doubt help their distressed coreligionists ; at least, let us hope so. 
It is undeniable that pauperism has been imprudently fostered, not perhaps 


so much by Englishmen as by men of other nations. Very early and - 


improvident marriages have proved a fruitful source of misehief. Mere 


boys and girls, at an age when the spring of their lives should be in its’ 


promise and its prime, find themselves decaying, blighted and blase, with an 
offspring which they have not the means of,rearing, and in whom the seeds 


of debility, disease, and pbysical and mental degradation are already 


planted—seeds which in such noxious soil bear a dank and dangerous 

The system of Chaloucka (alms), and the want of suitable water 
supply, have been so amply exposed and explained in these colomns by 
our contributors and our own correspondents, that we need not detail

the sea coasts and the inland fields, from the 4 \ountains and the valleys, 
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them here. Yet it seems difficult to believe that nothing more can be done for 
the material improvement of the inhabitants, notwithstanding all the dis- 
advantages we have indicated, than the industrial girls’ school of Baroness 
the mill &c. of Sir Monrertore, the Jaffa Industrial 
School, institutions with which it is sought to struggle in this sea 
of difficulties, in orderto raise slowly but surely from small beginnings, with 
coral-like pertinacity, a strong and steady rock, in the midst of the tur- 
bulent and bitter waters. It indeed seems strange that a city situated in 
one of the (naturally) most fertile or rather fertilizable regions of the 
earth, in close proximity to a port which fronts that great highway of com- 
merce, the Mediterranean Sea, should be so frequently a prey to famine, 
and so invariably a victim of abject indigence. And this will be the case, 
we fear, until—after a careful enquiry into the causes, and a second enquiry 
into the best mode of removing them—suitable plans of permanent relief be 
organized, It is a matter of question whether such an investigation could 
be best pursued by any one nation of Europe or by a conference of many. 
We look with some apprehension, born of sad experience, to the latter. We 
admit the troth of the aphorism that in the multitude of counsellors there 
is wisdom—but this does not mean that there is wisdom in a great variety 
of counsels, Perfect Wisdom has never yet issued trom an Areopagus 
of Nations ;—witness the congresses of Ryswick, Vienna and Paris. On 
one point, however, we cordially agree with Mr. Berctrner:, There is one 
name which as the initiator and at the head of such a commission of 
enquiry would ensure confidence, and as far as it is in mortals would com- 
mand success. Sir Moses Mownreriore’s love for the ancestral land is 
proverbial. His personal position, which removes him from suspicion of 
self-interest or ambition, his judicions experience and business-like qualities, 
would be in themselves a passport to courts and people. . 

The principle of organization is entering strongly, even though slowly, 
into English national and institutional or public life—and hence into the 
com munal life of English Jews. It can be applied with advantage and pro- 
priety even to those undertakings whose sources and mainsprings are in 
England, though the objects of their aims and action are abroad. The 
cause of Poverty is a sufficient claim for labours of investigation and action 
in the direction we indicate. The name of Jerusalem is an all sufficient 
claim. We Jews will indeed present a noble example to other creeds and 
races having an interest in the Holy City, if we apply our energies not | 
for political or religious supremacy; rot for intrigues, to obtain power or 
proselytes; but for the permanent elevation of the unhappy poor of the 
Holy City by industrial instruction and other means. . 


MANCHESTER SEPHARDIM SYNAGOGUE. 


Ox Wednesday next, the Rev. Dr, Arntom, Chief Rabbi of the Spanish 
and Portuguese Jews, is to dedicate to its solemn purpose the structure 
newly erected in Manchester for the worship of the Gop of Israzu. It 
has long been said that the Sephardi community is decaying. This does not 
seem to be the case. It is reviving: for the tree that strikes new 
offshoots into a living soil cannot surely bear the blight of ruin in its core, 
It is, indeed, a singular episode in history that the ancient and time- 
honoured community, a veteran remnant of the ages grey with dust, lifts 
up its head in busy Manchester; the cynosure of ever-stirring work, the 
city of whirling wheels and curling smoke, of jarring sounds and giant 
steam! Here the solemn old-time chaunts: of a thousand years ago will 
mingle with the crash and whirr of a thousand mill-engines. Here the 
rites that were performed in Spain before the Cross triumphed over the 
Crescent; in Morocco before the Tark sabdued the Moor; in Palestine 
before the Crusader grappled with the Saracen; will be performed by men 
who travel to the ceremony on railways by the aid of steam, who flash 
their messages by the electric wire, who will read the history of the day 
in pages printed by steam-driven cylindei's! And thus the ages meet each 
other. The Present is linked with the Past. And Faith vindicates itself 
as a marvel, but as a living Faet which no sophistry can reach, no argu- 


It is now an opportunity for the Jews of the Empire to prove 
their brotherhood by generously aiding the efforts of those who have 
built this synagogue.

LITERATURE, 


The House Owner’s Estimator; a price book, &c. By JAMES D. Simov, 
A.R.LB.A, Edited and revised by F. T. W. Miller, (London: 
Lockwood and Co., 1874.) 


A very melancholy interest attaches to this book. The strong young 
hand that penned it, the bright active brain that planned it, the heart that 
throbbed with hopes for its success, lay withering in the grave before it, 
pages were clothed in print and brought to the light of day. Intruth, ay, 
longa vita brevis—“ art is long and time is fleeting.” The structure that 
the builder raises with marvellous skill, remains undecayed ages after the 
builder has passed into clay! Our readers can scarcely have forgotten the 
lamentable accident which occurred last year, when a promising young man 
on the outset of professional life, perished from a terrible accident. It was 
James Simon, son of a most estimable member of our community, Serjeant 
Simon, M.P. About the time of the occurrence of his fatal fall, he was engaged 
in arranging for the publication of a book, the compilation of which involved 
considerable labour, He died before his object could be achieved; bu:

THE PASSAGE OF THE RED SEA.

A correspondent of the Times, writing from Cairo, says :—= 


“The rocks have tongues and the stones speak’’ in this land. A few night 
ago the great Egyptologist, Herr von Brugsch, owing to whose taste and car 
the Khédive’s department at the Vienna Exhibition was rendered so very ints 
resting and attractive, read a paper before a philanthropic school. society he: 
on ‘the Exodus which will attract great attention. Mariette Bey has given h 
adherence to the conclusions of Terr von Brugsch. By means of the hieroglyphi 
tablet, which has cast such a light on many dark places in ancient Egyptia: 
geography, it appears that the city of Tanis was also called Ramsés. . Herr vor 
Brugsch satisfied himself that the Pharaoh under whom Moses lived was Ramsé 
I[., and that his son and successor, Ménephthab, was the Pharaoh of the Exodus 
Near Mount Casius, in the north-east of Egypt, existed formerly the Serbonian 
Lake, which was subject to great inundations from the sea, under certain condi 
tions of wind. It was there that the Persian army of Artaxerxes perished in-th: 
same manner as the army of the Egyptian King, and there it is, says Herr ve 


that the mention of “the Red Sea” only occurs in the Canticle of Moses, a wor 
composed a long time after the occurrence, and that in the true historical narr: 
tive of Exodus there is only mention made in a general way of “ the sea” whic 
was the Mediterranean. On this hypothesis, all difficulties:vanish. Tani 
Ramses, Succoth, Migdol, Pithom, the Land of Goshen—hitherto the despair « 
all the theorists—can now be quite readily identified. It was not at Mempls 
nor at Heliopolis that the Israelites gathered together to cross the Red Sea or ? 
traverse the salt lakes between Suez and the refilled bitter lakes un their way % 
the desert and the Land of Canaan, but at Tanis, where Ramses ruled, and whe 
Ménephthah drove them to desperation. To the support of his theory, says ¥ 
Mariette, the author brings arguments “ short and few, but irresistibly solid 
It explains all difficulties hitherto experienced, and takes away every stumbling 
block. What the reasons are which induce Herr von Brugsch to consider ti 
Canticle a mere literary work, composed long after the Exodus, I do not. knov; 
but as the whole lecture will, probably, soon appear in extenso, we must wait i 
then for a full explanation of the basis of his theory.

JOTTINGS FROM ABROAD, 


Christian schools in Prussia are at last opening their doors to Jewish 
teachers. Herr Michael Holzmann, Doctor of Philosophy, formerly in- 
instructor at the Jewish Boys’ School in Berlin has been unanimously 
appointed teacher at the Sophienrealschule in the same city, 


The post of Grand Rabbi of the Consistory of Marseilles, vacated by 
the death of its previous occupant, has been filled by the appointment: of M. 
Jonas Weyl, Rabbi of Nimes. : 

M. Bigand, Rabbi of Phalsburg, has been appointed Grand Rabbi of 
Metz. The Grand Rabbi is noted for his antipathy to the Germans, whom 
he some time ago vehemently attacked in the pulpit. 


The budget of the Austrian Empire assigns considerable sums as sub- 
sidies to every section of the Christian Church, whilst nothing whatever is 
voted to Jewish congregations, 

- The seat rental of the New Temple about to be consecrated in Paris 
has just been fixed. The seats are divided into six series, the rent of those 
in the first division being £14 per annum, and in the lowest £1. The same 
rates are charged for ladies’ and gentlemen's seats. 


Dr. Adolph Stern, United States Vice-Consul at Bucharest, has 
written to the Archives Israelites, to contradict a statement which recently 
appeared in that journal, to the effect that both he and Mr. Peixotto, the 
United States Consul-General in Roumania, had resigned their posts, 


The annnal report of the Jewish Female Industrial School at Vienna 
contains several interesting particulars, While general instruction is im- 
parted to all the scholars, about eighty females are instructed in various 
trades and professions, whereby they are trained to earn a livelihood when 
their school days are over. Eighty-five other girls also receive a superior 
education in the institution. Not only is the moral welfare of the pupils 
eared for, but their physical welfare is not neglected. One of the fea- 
tures of the institution is the distribution of food tickets to the girls, who 
number 170.3,000 tickets were distributed during the past year. 
How much longer are we to wait ore a similar institution for boys as well 
as girls is established in London ? 


On a previous occasion we called attention to the various societies 
existing throughout the continent, whose principal object is the ornamen- 
tation of the interior of synagogues. A society of that nature in Paris, 
called ** La Loi Sacrée,” has voted 1,000 frances towards the ornamentation 
of the New Temple shortly to be opened in the Rue de la Victoire. The 
gift will be employed in purchasing a complete set of ornaments for a Sepher. 


A cruel act on the part of a petty official, in an obscure Hungarian 
town, is reported in the Pesther Jitdische Zeituny.. Under some pretext or 
other a Jewish hawker was ordered by the official just alluded to to repair 
to the military barracks in the town. On his arrival 25 blows with a stick 
were administered on his bare back, for no other reason than that the petty 
tyrant wished to beat a Jew. In consequence of the severity of the 
chastisement the poor Jew is said to be dangerously ill. The barbarous 
act should not be allowed to pass without redress, and representations 
should be made to the superior authorities for a thorough investigation 
into the matter. 


A short time ago the Chief Rabbi of Ujhely in Hungary died. 
He was greatly respected. 5,000 persons came from near apd far to pay 
‘their last respects to him. 30 rabbis assembled at the burial grouad; and 
as several of them delivered funeral orations, the ceremony, which com - 
menced with the departure of the funeral procession at 10 o'clock in the 


morning, did not conclude till 4 in the afternoon, ‘The deceased left 45 
works in M.S8, | 


The Austrian Ultramontanes in their anger against Germany, Italy 
and Switzerland, do not fail to attack the Jews also as the fourth power of 
Satan, conjured against the Catholic Church and the establishment of the 
love and benediction of Rome. During the Lent season, especially were 
these hostile manifestions noticeable in the pulpit as well as in pastoral 


letters, Cardinal Rauscher, one of the highest Princes of the Church in } 


the Austrian Empire, considers the Jews to be the source of all the evils of 
society. “ Wherefore this exasperation against the Jews ?” asks a German 
contemporary. “The Jews have not recalled their soldiers from Rome, 
they have not made the famous breach in the walls of that city, they have 
not made, either in Germany nor in Switzerland, laws against the Church, 
nor is the Archbishop of Posen actually in prison fiz a debt owing by him 
toa Jew.” These ironical remarks are perfectly just, With our contempo- 
rary, we fail to see why the Jews should have to bear the brant of the 
anger of the Ultramontanes against the governments of Germany, Italy 
and the Swiss Republic. | 

The Secretary of the Local Committee of the Alliance Israelite at 
Bucharest writes to the Magid, complaining that certain teachers, sent b 
the Central Committee at Paris to certain Roumanian and Oriental Jewish 
schools, instruct the pupils in the sacred Scriptures, not by means of the 
vernacular but in the French language, a language which the pupils have 
only recently commenced to learn, and are still far from understanding. 
This is we think, a mistake. If the instructors are unacquainted with the 
language of the country, they should not have been sent on their mission ; 
while it seems to us a perfect mistake to igstruct children in the Holy 
Bible in a language, which for the present at least, they know almost 
nothing about. 

Dr. Lehmann-Beer, a Jewish doctor of Dresden, Knight ot the Iron 
Cross and of other orders, has been appointed Surgeon-Major of the 
First Class, with the rank of Major. This appointment made by King Albert 
of Saxony cannot but be interpreted as most favourable to the Jews ; for it 
is & most significant fact that in the Sanitary Corps of the Saxon army, a 
Jew now occupies the second place, . , 

In the year 1841, several Jewish students at Berlin formed an associa- 
tion whose object should be to afford assistarce and grant relief to Jewish 
students. This Hiilfsverein fir Jiidische Studirente has been able to effect a 
large atnount of good during the last thirty years, and at present numbers 
758 members. About 2,600 thalers were expended last year in grants and 
assistance to students. 

A teacher in a girls’ school at Berlin, whilst giving a lesson on religious 
instruction, exclaimed with enthusiasm “My children, rejoice at being 
Christians, because Jews aud pagans cast away their children and abandon 
them, as we see from the example of the mother of Moses.” This is another 
instance of the manner in which Bible truths are perverted at the expense 
of the Jews, in order to glorify Christianity. 

The Municipal Council of a town in Upper Alsace has, by a unanimous 
vote and at the suggestion of the mayor, presented a piece of ground— 
situated at the beginning of a new street—to the Jewish community, 
for the erection thereon of a new synagogue. The Municipal Council has 


capped this graceful act by granting a subvention of 6,000 francs to the 


community. 


Tne sale of seats at the N.Y. Temple ‘‘ Anshi’‘Chesed,” brought in 
two weeks, 170,000 dols. The-old temple of Dr. Einhorn was sold for 
70,000 dols., so the new congregation has money enough. 


Whilst in a few continental countries furlongh is granted to Jewish 
‘soldiers daring the high festivals, in Austria the Jewish soldiers are not 
thus favoured. A concession was made, however, on the recent Passover 
festival by the general in command at Vienna, whereby the Jewish 


' soldiers in garrison in the Austrian capital were permitted to assemble 


together on the first evening of Passover to perform the Sidur. The men 
availed themselves of this permission; and about 870 met together in the 
evening to celebrate the festival in the usual way. : 

* “One of the principal institutions of the Jewish community of Paris is 
the Rothschild Hospital, so named because it was founded by one of the 
members of that illustrious house. The hospital is essentially a Jewish 
one; none but Jewish patients, regardless of nationality—being admitted. 
Its development is an interesting one. When founded 25 years ago, it 


contained 12 beds. Three years later by the purchase of additional pro- 


perty, the number of beds was increased to 60. Since that period the 
hospital bas been extended, both:in purpose and in area, so that at present 
there are 138 beds in the establishment. As an adjanct to the hospital there 
‘was recently opened a handsome Asylum for Aged Persons of the Jewish 
faith, of whom there are at present 50 within its walls, These old people 
are provided with every comfort and even luxury that they could possibly 
desire. When we remarked that none but Jewish patients were admitted, 


j we referred to in-patients only, for during several years advice and 


medicines have been gratuitously given to indigent out-parients, residing in 
the ;wartier, irrespective of creed. This assistance is greatly appreciated 
by the inhabitants of the district, among-whom are few Jews, and tends to 
establish good feeling among the Jewish and Christian population. 
Dr. Kleinert, Professor of Theology in the University of Berlin, says 
the Academy, proposes the following solution of a problem which has 
puzzled many interpreters of the Old Testament, viz., why Eve should be 
said to have been formed from a rib. Referring to the passage in Professor 
Max Miiller’s “ Lectures on the Science of Religion” where the Hebrew 
legend is compared with similar legends of other races, and traced back to 
the Semitic idiom, “Thou art bone of my bone,” Professor Kleinert 
says :—‘* Why it was a rib in particular from which Eve was believed to 
have been formed must likewise be expiained by the rhemato-mythological 
process. The primitive Semitic language possessed a word ‘hay,’ rib, It 
is preserved in the Arabic dual form ‘al-havani,’ which can no more be 
referred to a triliteral root than ‘ yadani,’ the two hands. The word was 
lost in Hebrew, but before it was lost, the name of the mother of all living, 
‘Havva,’ had been mixed up with ‘hay,’ the old word for rib, so that 
nothing was more natural than that Eve should be said not only to be 
‘bone of my bone,’ but the very rib, or hav, of Adam, The later 
etymology of ‘Havyva’ (Eve, from ‘hayah,’ to live) is peculiar to Hebrew,”

The report contains a number of items of interest. Two congregations have 
for the first time certified secretaries for the registration of marriages, 
(South Manchester and Pontypridd). Questions as to certifying re-mar- 
riages were submitted by the Registrar-General to the Solicitor of the 
Board ; and as they involved points of Jewish Ecclesiastical Law, there was 
a reference to the Chief Rabbi, and the result communicated to the Registrar 
met with his entire satisfaction. The Board had received a reply from the 
Emperor of Russia to a congratulatory address presented to him on the 
betrothal of his daughter to H.R.H. the Duke of Edinburgh. The reply 
is published together with a letter from the Czar’s foreign minister to 
Count de Brunnow, the Russian Ambassador in London, containing expres:

earnest support of our oppressed brethren, and to his lordship’s kindly 
feelings towards our coreligionists. The case of the Jewish inmates-ol 
Surrey County Gaol occupied the attention of the Board; but the efforts 
made to relieve them from Jabour on festivals have failed, the Home Ofiice, 
strange as it may appear, haying no control over the county magistrates 
who rule the prison, and seem to be above the Constitution, At the instance 
of Dr. Adler, enquiry has been made as to the safety of the provincidl 
register books, and an important and skilfully tabulated digest of the result 
is appended to the report. It is said to be satisfactory, an opinion from 
which we entirely dissent as regards safety of receptacles; but the Board 
awaits the opinion of the Chief Rabbi and the Registrar-General on the 
subject. All such documents should be in fire-proof and damp-pro0 
repositories.

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ROUMANIA. 


The Bucharest correspondent of the Eastern Budget states that the 
Jews of Roumania complain bitterly that they have been deceived by the 
Government, in the matter of the Spirit Licence Act. Under the 8th 
article of that Act, the Jews are forbidden to sell spirits in Roumania ; 
but it was distinctly promised by the Government, when the Act was 
before the House, that the Article should remain a dead letter. This 

romise was repeated at the beginning of the present year, when a number 

of the most influential Jewish residents in the country petitioned for the 
emancipation of their coreligionists; and again, when the American 
Consul, Mr. Benj. F. Peixotto (who is himself a Jew), made the same 
request. At length the ministry advised the Jews to propose, through 
their representatives in the Chamber, that the execution of the Article 
should be postponed for a twelvemonth. A motion was brought in acourd-_ 
ingly, but the Government did not support it, and it was thrown out. 
The Government now tries to excuse itself, by alleging that the only way 
to persuade the Chamber to cancel the Article, would be to prove by an 
experience of its working, that it is impracticable. But it is obvious!y 
hard that thousands of Jews should be ruined, in order to prove to the 
Chamber that an enactment which the Government itselt admits to be 
unworkable should be withdrawn.

Nor only is the Easter Festival often contemporary with our Passover, 
but it appears that in Hungary the people have ‘borrowed certain customs 
in connection with our festival for the due celebration of Easter. The 
Times correspondent, writing from Buda-Pesth, on “ Easter in Huogary;” 
says : —Besides the coloured eggs, there is the Easter cake of white flour, 
light and fluffy, and the piece of lamb which is roasted the day before. 
Where the population is Catholic, all these things, as well as horseradish 
and salt, are packed up in a white napkin and sent to church to be blessed 
and prayed over. There was atime, and not very long ago, when no 
household, however grand, would have dispensed with this traditional 
custom; but now, like so many others, it is decaying at least in the larger 
towns,
